4th  Order  Survey  under  these  conditions.  However,  it  is  recognized  that 
DMEs  would  not  be  used  enough  to  justify  authorization  at  battalion  levels. 
Balancing  the  definite  need  for  DMEs  with  their  cost  and  complexity  it  is 
felt  that  this  capability  could  most  efficiently  be  employed  at  group 
level  within  I  FFORCEV  Arty.  Action  is  being  taken  to  obtain  this  author¬ 
ization  by  MTOE.
